Tue reception accorded by the Governor 
to the Deputation who presented. the 
Memorial on Sunday observance was 
exactly what might have been expected. 
His: Excellency. had evidently, with a 
thoroughness peculiarly his own, exa- 
mined the subject, had -made up his 
mind how far he could go, and had 
looked . carefully into the law of the. 
question, Uponone point, Mr Hennessy 
had(no hesitation whatever; and that 
was a5 regards the proposed restriction 
-of tho sale of intoxicating drinks ‘in 
taverns during some. parts of Sunday, 
alluded to by Bishop Burdon in the very 
moderate and sensible address which he 
gave before’ presenting the Memorial, 
As to the genera) enforcement here of 
the law regarding the cexsation of secular 
labéur and phase aay on Sunday, the 
position taken up by the Governor is 
the only rational one that can be as 
sumed. by the ruler of a Colony nine 
tenths of the inhabitants of which are 
non-Qbristian. As Sir John Davis puta 
it, Sunday observance is to ‘be attained 
by tho example and cosoperation of all 
Christians within. tho Colony, rather 
then by the indiscriminate enforcement 
of the penalties attaching tos breash of 
the low.” Much ‘has been and inay 
‘vith reason still be said about Hong- 
kong being a British Colony, govemed 
by a Christian Government, But, upon 
looking : below the . surface. of this 
assumption, std consulting the éondi-< 
tiona under which Hongkong becatue a 
British Colony, it-is found that onr 
rulers have pledged themselves to secular | 
administration in this and in all other 
similar matters In. the proclamation 
jesued by Captain “Elliot, on taking 
possession of the Island on 2nd February. 
841, the Chief Superintendent: of 
Trade and Plenipotentiary in Obina 
gays" The natives of the Island of 
Hongkong, avd all natives .of China 
thereto. tezorting shall be gorérned’ad- 
pording ta the laws “and ‘customs “of 
China, avery’ description pf torture ext:

to the Ohineso inhabitants by Bremer 
and Elliot, bearing date lat February 
1841, it is stated that the inhabitants 
gre secured in the free exercise of their 
religious” rites, ceremonies, and social 
customs.” This being thespiritin which 
the administration of the Island was in- 
itiated, and there being’no doubt as to the 
“inapplicability” to the circumstances of. 
this Colonyof an enforced Sunday obsery- 
ancé, the policy of Bir John Davis— 
which Mr Hennessy has apparently 
adopted—is in strict accordance with 
previous pledges given to the Chinese, 
It ia not, we think, saying ‘too much 
to assert that this view of the Governor's 
duty and powers was that entertained 
by the majority of those who appended 
their namés to the dooument which has 
called forth the Governor's well-consider- 
ed statement, There are but few Eu- 
ropean, American, or other foreign re- 
gidente who would prefer to labour on 
Sunday, unless compelled by oxtraordi- 
nary ciroumstances to do so; but the 
“circumstances” of. life in Hongkong, 
—where nearly every day is a mail day, 
and where steamers hurriedly call in and 
ag hurriedly depart—are not altogether 
on a par with home ports, or oven with 
other ports on the China Coast, Except 
for~ these special condition, Sunday 


Lobservance—so far ‘as cessation from 


labour is concerned—would, we believe, 
be universal amongst the Christian popu- 
lation, Any possible improvement, how- 
ever, in this respect will doubtless be 
hailed with pleasure; and the example 
promised by Government will no doubt 
go far to effect a still more careful 
observance’ of the Christian institn- 
tion which aims at giving all men one 
day's rest in eeven, In dealing with 
the restrictions against Sunday work by 
Obineze and, others, the main points to 
be considered are—how will it affect the 
wages of native labourers, aud how are 
they likely te spend this enforced day of 
rest? Ifthey axe paid by the day, and 
their wages are bately sufliciont for.the 
necessities of life, the reduction will most 
probably be regarded asa hardship by 
many, It-may be said. that the same 
amount of money will be paid for build. 
ing and other operations, aud that this 
sum will merely be apread over a larger 
number of workmen, so that in the ag 
gregate a public benefit will result, Or 
it may be assorted that some, of the 
labour formerly done in public will be 
carried on in the partial retirement 
of workshops or ‘sheds, In what- 
ever mode the object of the memo- 
rislists is carried out, however, it is to be 
hoped that anything like hardship on the 
Chinese will be avoided, and that the 
conditions peculist to the lot of those 
interested will be carefully considered, 
The manner in which Mr. Hennessy 
dealt. with this somewhat complicated 
subject, and indeed tho moderation 
which has characterized the movement 
from the’ firat, Rives us in believing 
thet any sotion that may follow will be 
taken not only ‘in accordance. with the 
spirit’ of toleration which has made 
Britain Colonially great, but in such 4 
manner ag. will. commend ftself to the 
entire community, Christiana and non- 
Christians alike,
